lied : and thatthe Pope himſelfe is 
| an heretike, which hee offererh to 
proue —=E a generall or 
common Concile lawtully aflem- 
bled. Where itheſhall refuſe ro ap- 
ks peare 


and ſubmit himſelfe, as by 

is owne Canons anddecrecs he is 
ſpecially bound, the ſaide King do- 
eth and will holde and repute him 
a veric Antichriſt,and in that quali- 
tic of Antichriſt denounceth per- 
petuall warre againſt him: Proeſt- 
ing in the meane tume, the Popes 
wicked ſentence to bee vnlawtull 
and inſufficient, and to proſecute 
againſthim & his ſucceſlors( for re- 
paration othonour) m—_ ot the 
miuric thereby offered ro him and 
all the Princes of his blood, as the 
lewdnes ofthe ace, and the preſent 
neces(itic do require. For if in times 
paſt the Prinees and Kings his pro- 
genitors,haue bene able to chaſtice 
the inſolencie and arrogancie of 
ſuch companions as the Pope is,
